ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  year  that  has  just  closed  has  been  marked  by  the  same 
kind  interest  on  the  part  of  our  friends  as  former  years.  By  con¬ 
tributions  of  fruits  and  flowers  the  spirit  of  the  Home  has  been 
made  bright,  and  by  the  gift  of  more  substantial  articles  the 
expenses  have  been  kept  within  reasonable  limits. 

The  financial  depression  still  affects  the  resources  of  many  who 
in  the  past  have  been  noble  helpers  and  are  still  our  friends 
and  well  wishers.  With  the  return’  of  prosperity,  we  may  hope 
to  increase  the  number  of  our  annual  subscribers  so  as  to  reduce 
the  amount  we  now  charge  as  a  part  payment  of  board.  The  fact 
that  we  own  the  house  and  have  no  rent  to  pay  makes  it  possible 
to  get  on  with  the  small  payment  of  three  dollars  a  week,  with  the 
help  of  the  amount  received  from  our  annual  subscribers.  With 
rent  to  pay  we  could  not  do  this.  But  we  look  forward  to  the 
time  when  we  shall  be  able  to  do  better.  We  should  be  glad 
to  adopt  the  course  pursued  at  the  Home  in  Revere  Street  and 
receive  applicants  on  payment  of  an  entrance  fee  alone.  But  we 
cannot  do  this  until  our  funds  are  largely  increased  or  our  sub¬ 
scription  list  widely  extended.  Meantime  we  must  be  content 
to  do  the  good  we  can  by  enabling  those  whom  friends  are  willing 
to  help  in  small  ways  to  have  a  comfortable  home  at  very  small 
cost. 

We  have  received  during  the  year  substantial  additions  to  our 
invested  funds.  From  executor  of  estate  of  C.  B.  Winn,  of 
Woburn,  $2,000.  Last  year  we  received  from  same  source  $1,000, 
which  was  distributed  among  several  funds.  On  receipt  of  this 
large  additional  sum  it  was  thought  proper  to  establish  the  C.  B. 
Winn  Fund,  and  to  retransfer  to  it  the  first  sum  received. 

We  have  also  received  a  bequest  of  $200  from  Mrs.  Rebecca 
G.  Vose,  and  a  gift  of  $200  from  Miss  Sarah  A.  Gardner,  of  Brook¬ 
line.  Both  sums  have  been  credited  to  Investment  Fund.  Mr. 
C.  C.  Hall  has  continued  his  kind  contribution  of  $100  yearly. 
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Miss  Anna  C.  Lowell  has  sent  $100,  and  Mrs.  Lyman  Hollings¬ 
worth  $20.  These  three  sums  have  been  added  to  the  Lowell 
Fund. 

Just  after  our  last  annual  meeting,  Mrs.  Ashman,  whose  gentle 
spirit  had  been  a  benediction  to  the  household,  and  who  had  borne 
her  long  period  of  suffering  with  heroic  Christian  fortitude,  passed 
on  quietly  to  her  rest.  The  remembrance  of  her  sunny  smile  of 
gratitude  for  every  little  kind  attention  is  an  inspiration  to  us  to 
help  in  any  possible  way.  It  was  a  delight  to  serve  her,  because’ 
there  was  no  spirit  in  her  of  grumbling  or  exacting  discontent. 
She  recognized  the  fact  which  is  not  seen  or  felt,  that  while  charity 
droppeth  like  the  gentle  dew  of  heaven,  and  is  twice  blessed,  its 
quality  must  not  be  strained  nor  its  exercise  be  demanded  on 
compulsion. 

Later,  another  gentle  spirit  passed  on.  Mrs.  Bryant,  who 
always  looked  at  the  bright  side  of  things,  and  who  confidently 
trusted  to  be  received  into  the  everlasting  mansions,  found,  we 
believe,  full  fruition  of  her  hopes  in  the  beginning  of  the  present 
year. 

Another,  Miss  Blaney,  whose  home  with  us  was  only  for  eleven 
wreeks,  also  passed  away,  and  was  buried  from  the  church  of  the 
First  Religious  Society,  to  which  she  belonged. 

We  have  to  thank  our  kind  friend,  Mr.  E.  B.  Reynolds,  for  his 
constant  interest  in  providing  preachers  for  each  Sunday  afternoon 
during  the  year.  This  service  has  been  rendered  for  four  years, 
and  now  he  feels  obliged  to  decline  to  continue  the  work  longer, 
to  the  great  regret  of  the  managers,  who  have  placed  upon  their 
records  their  sense  of  grateful  appreciation  of  his  faithful  service, 
and  of  those  who  have  assisted  him.  We  are  under  great  obliga¬ 
tion,  also,  to  Mr.  Nazro  and  family,  to  Miss  Libby,  and  to  Miss 
Lucy  Foster  for  their  assistance  in  the  musical  part  of  the  service. 

The  government  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union,  in  Boyl- 
ston  Street,  have  laid  us  under  obligation  by  furnishing  to  each  of 
the  inmates  two  long  rides  during  the  season. 

The  thoughtfulness  of  our  friends  of  the  Flower  Mission  of 
Hollis  Street  has  brightened  our  home  by  frequent  gifts  of  flowers. 

Mr.  Louis  Prang  generously  sent  a  lot  of  seasonable  pictures  at 
Christmas,  which  afforded  much  pleasure. 

Thanks  are  due  to  our  friends  Misses  Cowdry,  Hubbard,  Thax- 
ter,  Weston,  Jones,  and  Mrs.  Rogers,  who  have  added  much  to  the 
enjoyment  of  the  inmates  by  their  visits  and  their  readings.  When

the  ear  heard  them  it  blessed  them,  and  many  a  heart  has  been 
made  by  them  to  sing  for  joy. 

The  good  physician,  Dr.  Streeter,  has  also  continued  our  obli¬ 
gation  to  him  for  his  faithful,  disinterested  service  to  the  inmates 
whenever  needed.
